DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/25/08 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious the instant 
invention, particularly characterized in independent claims 1 and 6 by the limitation of 
applying a solvent comprising a second organic semiconductor material on a first 
organic semiconductor layer, evaporating the solvent, and thereafter disposing a 
second electrode on the second organic semiconductor material layer. Claims 2-5 
depend on claim 1. Claims 7 and 9-12 depend on claim 6. 

4. The closest prior art of record is Halls et al. (U.S. 5,670,791) and Petritsch et al. 
(U.S. 6,340,789 B1). Halls et al. discloses the first and second organic semiconductors 
are mixed in a single solvent and thereafter cast on an electrode. Petritsch et al. 
discloses first and second semiconductor materials attached to first and second 
electrodes, respectively, wherein the second semiconductor material is contained within

a solvent. Thereafter, the organic layers with the electrodes are laminated together 
followed by evaporation of the solvent.
